ENDS A BATTLE OF MILLIONS: 


New York, Nov. 13,—[Special.]—With the 
incorporation in Trenton today of a $400,000, - 
000 security holding company, the famous 
Northern Pacific fight has at last come toan 
end. The effect of this arrangement will be 
felt in London, Paris, and Berlin scarcely 
less than in this country. The interests in- 
volved are of most unparalleled magnitude. 

The settlement means that hereafter one 
harmonious power will administer the wealth 
of three formerly independent companies, 
whose combined capital stock is over $500,- 


000, and whose trains run over 20,000 miles of 
track. 
No Limit to Possible Capital. 

At present the combination of railroads 
which are to be acquired by the new com- 
pany is confined to the Northern Pacific, the 
Great Northern, and the Burlington sys- 
tems. But if further plans mature other 
railroad systems may be taken over by the 
same company, for while its capital at pres- 
ent is restricted to $400,000,000, there is no 
limit to its Increase under the laws of New 
Jersey. Thus the company may later ac- 
quire the securities of the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, the Chieago and Northwestern,

Union Pacific Is Involved. 


large railroad system which is closely inter- 
ested in the arrangements concluded today. 
That is the Union Pacific company, now dom- 
inated by E. H. Harriman. It was the effort

Never Deal So Important. 

The deal is the most important in the his- 
tory of the railway world, for never have in- 
terests so enormous been brought under 
cne management. | 

The formation of the new company is the 
formal ending of the rivalry which developed 
into the most bitter railroad war in the his- 
tory of the country. Interests representing 
hundreds of millions of dollars clashed ina 
financial duel which for a time threatened 
grave disaster not only in this country but 
to the entire world. 

Two Systems in Financial War. 

The struggle was for the control of the 
Burlington system, the Hill-Morgan or 
Northern Pacific interests seeking to keep 
the important line out of the hands of the 
Harriman or Union Pacific party. 

The Hill men quietly bought up a great 
portion of the Burlington stock, and the 
Harriman crowd struck back Dy making a 
raid on Northern Pacific securities. The 
raid was a panic on Wall street, in which 
Northern Pacific in one day jumped from 
par to $1,000. while all other securities de- 
clined at an alarming rate. 

Prompt work by financial houses averted

Should all the shares of both roads be 
transferred under this plan the capitaliza- 
tion of the proprietary company III be in- 
creased. There is good authority for the 
statement that a large majority of the Great 
Northern shares have been pledged. 

The new Burlington Proprietary company, 
chartered in lowa, to lease and operate the

AMERICAN GIRL MODEL Gozs IN- 
SANE IN LONDON. 


Helen Vanderbilt-Wackerman Wan- 
ders from Hotel Cecil Only Partly 
Dressed and Is Arrested by Police 
and Sent te St. Giles Hospital—Story 
of Her Ill Treatment by Herkomer, 
the English Portrait Painter—Suit 
for Damages May Be Result.

bilt-Wackerman, the American girl whose 
character Was assailed by Herbert von Her- 
komer, the artist to whom she sat for a por- 
trait, has become insane. 

Early’ yesterday, before daylight, she left 
her room at the Hotel Cecil only partly 
dressed, and wandered almlessly about the 
Streets, attracting large crowds. The police 
took her in charge and sent her to St. Giles’ 
Hospital, where she was committed as a 
wandering lunatic. She will have an exam'- 
natien as to her mental condition tomorrow. 


Suffers from Delusions. 

Miss Wackerman has been suffering. from 
delusions for several days. She has refused 
to eat, as she believed that some one was 
attempting to poison her. 

Last spring Professor Herkomer exhibited 
a picture in the Royal Academy exhibition 
entitled Seeing, I Saw Not; Hearing Not, 
I Heard.” The picture was the portrait of 
Miss Wackerman, and a great scandal en- 
sued, owing to certain imputations made by 
Herkomer on the young woman’s character, 

The American Ambassador, the Bishop of 
London, and all the leading artists took sides 
with Miss Wackerman. 

The artists from whom Professor Herko- 
mer declared he received his alleged informa- 
tion declared that the charges were mon- 
strously untrue. Herkomer refused to with- 
draw his imputations and a lawsuit is threat- 
ened. | 

Professor Herkomer’s Statement. 

LONDON, Nov. 14.—Professor Herkomer, 
in the course of an interview, published to- 
day by the Daily Chronicle, says: | 

“I simply offered to paint Miss Wacker- 
man not as a portrait but as a study for 
myself, and I offered in return some of my 
own handiwork. She seemed to be delighted 
with the idea. | 

“Owing to the fact that her mother was 
compelled to go to America before the sit- 
tings were finished, it was arranged that 
Miss Wackerman should live at my house; 
but, after a month, though I have nothing 
to say against her behavior, I felt it my 
duty to ask her to go. She went after many 
pleadings to be allowed to remain. 

I have since refused to communicate with 
her except through a lawyer, because her 
method of what she called clearing her- 
self’ was not one I regard of the right kind. 

„As to the academy picture, it was by no 
means a portrait and contained many feat- 
ures quite different from hers.“ | 


Girl’s Mother in Buffalo. 

Buffalo, N. T., Nov. 13.—[Special.]—Miss 
Vanderbilt Wackerman is the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. John Vanderbilt Wackerman 
of 9% Chippewa street, this city. Mrs. Wack- 
erman arrived in Buffalo from London two 
weeks ago today, coming for funds to en- 
ane her daughter to remain in London and 
prosecute an action against Professor Her- 
komer. When Mrs: Wackérman heard the 
news today of her daughter's affliction she 
had a series of fainting spelis. 

„My daughter,“ sald she, has been driv- 
en insane by her traducers and by the re- 


funds. She would not leave London until 
her name had been cleared, and as my hus- 
band would not let me take my bank book 
I could not send her money. 


Harassed by Creditors. 

„ have not communicated with her since 
I reached Buffalo, for I have expected every 
day to get money to send her, and no doubt 
she has been harassed by creditors and at 
a loss what todo. But when Mr. Wackerman 
went out this morning he said he would bring 
me my bank book, and I shall start imme- 
diately for London and bring my daughter 
to America. If Professor Herkomer stil! 
refuses to tell the names of those who slan- 
dered my daughter we shall bring an action 
at law against him.” 

Mrs. Wackerman said that when she 
reached Buffalo she had a quarrel with her 
husband, who ordered her out of the house, 
and she spent that night at the home of her 
brother. Next day this quarrel was ad- 
justed. Mr. Wackerman could not be found 


today. 
Described as Eccentric. | 

Newark, N. J., Nov. 13.—[{Special.]—Miss 
Vanderbilt-Wackerman came over upon a 
steamer last spring afid was introduced to 
a Newark manufacturer and his wife by one 
of the officers of the steamer. She received 
an invitation to visit them at their summer 
home on the Jersey shore and spent some 
weeks there. She developed eccentricity. 


Miss Wackerman is a strikingly beautiful 
woman. She has no color—face, forehead, 
hands, and neck all wearing a soft ivory tint. 
Her golden hair curis crispy all over her 
head, which is small and shapely. Her eyes 
are brown and luminous. Her throat and 
shoulders are described as statuesque.“ 
Miss Wackerman posed for some of the most 
eminent artists in London, Including Sir Ed- 
ward Poynter, President of the Royal Acad- 
emy; James, Santellus, Frederick, Roberts, 
and Pomeroy. Carolus Duran, the French 
artist, praised her beauty. 

Miss Wackerman became known to the art 
world at a reception at Guild Hall, where she 
met Sir Edward Poynter. At his earnest 
solicitation she consented to sit for a picture. 


Her Face Pleases Herkomer. 
When her fathe as a beauty was at its 
height Hubert von Herkomer, a member of 
the Hanging committee at the Royal Acad- 
emy, asked her to sit for him, saying he 
wanted to paint the portrait of the most 
beautiful woman I have ever seen in my

Union Traction and Underly- 
ing Companies to Ask Fed- 
eral Court at Spring- 
field for Writ. 


LONG DELAY IS CERTAIN. 


Point Particu larly Aimed At the 
Stopping of Back Assess- 
ments fora Period 


of Years, 


BILL TO BE FILED TODAY. 


A bill will be filed this morning in the 
United States District Court at Springfield 
on behalf of the Chicago Union Traction 
and the Chicago Consolidated Traction com- 
panies for an injunction to restrain the State 
Board of Equalization from reassessing the 
companies for the year 1000. The bill will 
apply not only to these two companies but 
tc all their underlying corporations as well. 

This step will take the whole franchise tax 
matter before the United States courts, and, 
whatever the ultimate result, probably will 
keep the question open for a long time. 

Only the assessment for the year 1900 1s 
mentioned in the bill, but the idea is that if 
a decision is obtained against a reassessment 
for that year it will cut off any possibility of 
reassessment for all preceding time. This 
fear of possible back taxation has been the 
greatest menace to the corporations. Most 
of them feel able to deal with future fixed 
charges, but if a heavy tax bill covéring a 
period of years past should have to be paid 
at once insolvency would threaten many 
companies. — 

All Interested in Outcome. 

It is said that none of the other corpora- 
tions involved in the recent decision of the 
Illinois Supreme Court will either be parties 
to the Union Traction company suit or will 
file similar bills ot their own. All, however, 
will watch the suit closely, and its final re- 
sult will determine what course they must 
adopt. Not only the companies mentioned

Plea of the Teachers. 

The plea of the teachers on which the pro- 
ceedings against the Chicago corporations 
were based rested on the assessment for 
1900. The teachers petitioned the State 
Board of Equalization in October of last 
year to place an against each 
corporation equal to the matket value of its 
capital stock and bonds less the local assess- 
ment dased oh tangible property. 

The board adjourned without heeding the 
teachers’ plea and then a mandamus suit 
was begun in the Sangamon County Circuit 
Court to compel the board to act. The man- 
damus was granted, and on appeal the Su- 
preme Court affirmed this order. 

As a result of the decision it has been 
claimed by the teachers and their advocates 
in this litigation that nothing can prevent 
the assessment of the companies on their 
franchise valuation for a long period of 
years back. This, as stated, would be a 
blow that few companies could survive.

Captain A. D. Pecoy of the Lincoln Park 
police force is drilling the twenty-one police- 
men under his command in the work of sav- 
ing lives. Telephones will be installed at in- 
tervals along the lake shore, so that alarms 
of accidents in the water can be reported to 
headquarters.

The principal service performed by Major 
Belknap previous to his departure for the 
Philippines was paying the troops rendez- 
voused at Camp Mead, and which were sent 
to the Philippines to relieve the volunteers, 
and in paying off the volunteers at San Fran- 
cisco when they returned from the Philip- 
pines. He left the United, States about two 
months ago, and consequently saw only a 
few weeks’ service in the islands. 

Major Belknap leaves a widow, who ac- 
companied him to the Philippines. Just be- 
fore the expiration of his second term Major 
Belknap and Miss Meta Steele, daughter of 
Representative Steele of Indiana, were mar- 
ried at Marion. It is believed Mrs. Belknap 
will return to this city and make her home 
with her parents. She is the only daughter 
of Representative and Mrs. Steele. 


Major Hugh. R. Belknap came from a 
military family. His grandfather was a 
Brigadier Genera] in the regular army, and 
his father was a Major General of volun- 
teers during the civil war, and later Secre- 
tary of War in President Grant's Cabinet. 


Born in Keokuk in 1860. 


Hugh R. Belknap was a native of Iowa, 
being born at Keokuk on Sept. 1, 1860. He 
was educated in the public schools and took 
an academic course at Andover, Mass. He 
was unable to take a collegiate course, and 
entered the employ of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad. 

Major Belknap remained with this road 
twelve years, becoming trainmaster, and 
‘then chief clerk to the general manager. 
He left that service to become superintendent 
of the first elevated railroad in Chicago, 
the Alley L.“ but gave up that place to 
handle the financial affairs of railroads. 
While in this service he was nominated for 
Congress by the Republicans of the old Third 
District in 1896. 

This was Mr. Belknap’s first active experi- 
ence in politics, and his district was Demo- 
cratic. The returns showed a’ plurality ot 
thirty-one votes for Lawrence E. McGann. 
the Democratic candidate, but Congress gave 
the seat to Mr. Belknap. In 1896 he was re- 
elected.

In Purdult of 2 Bird It Becomes En- 
tangled in Trunk Line Feed Wires, 
Causing Stoppage of Vast System. 


Buffalo, N. T., Nov. 18—{Spectal.]—The

STRIKERS SURROUND MINE: 


Union Men Near Harlington, Ky., Are 
Closing In on Company Property— 
Federal Court Issues Injunction. 


Earlington, Nov. 13.—[Special.J—The 
trouble between the union miners who are 
out on strike and the Renicke Mining com- 
pany, which is operating with non-union 
men, threatens to result in a desperate battle 
before tomorrow night. 5 

Since dark the strikers have men closing in 
on the works, and midnight finds the plant 
surrounded with the invaders on company 
property. The guards, of whom there are 
only thirty-seven, did not fire, although they 
are well intrenched. They are under orders 
to avoid violence, if possible.

The strikers have been occupying two 
camps near the mines, from which they have 
made several raids on the company property.

An injunction, sweeping in its provisions, 
was issued today at Louisville by Judge 
Evans of the federal court. It forbids any 
interference with the workings of the com- 
pany, and orders the strikers to keep beyond 
gunshot range of the mine and the homes of 
non-union employés. It is said if the order 
is disobeyed United States Marshals will be 
sent to the scene.

The shock of having an annua! income re- 
duced from $600 to $240 is one that will strike 
consternation among the pensioned teachers 
today when they learn of the action of the 
pension fund trustees last night. But the 
blow does not fall alone on the annuitants. It 
is looked on as thé death blow fo the pension

fund. 

Trustee Clayton Mark, as chairman of the 
special Committee on Reduction of Annul- 
tles, surprised the trustées ot the fund when 
‘he reported that a 60 per cent reduction 
seemed necessary. There was objection at 
once on the part of Thomas Dran, who rep- 
r ted the janitors and engineers. Mr. 


explained that the fund was dwindling 


so fast no more could be paid. 

Originally the best paid teachers who be- 
came annuitants received a pension of $600 a 
year.. It was reduced to §450 a year ago. 
Last night it was reduced to 40 per cent of the 
original amount, or $240. Teachers who were 
reéeiving salaries of less than $1,200 a year 
when they retired will get less than $240. 
It was reported last night that some of them 
are living on their annuities. 


See Passing of the Pension, 


Teachers in favor-of the pension fund have 
been trying to keep up interest since the op- 
tional law went into effect. They prophesied 
even after one-fourth of the teachers had 
withdrawn thet the others. would remain. 
The reduction of annuities puts another light 
on the matter. It is predicted that another 
large proportion of teachers will withdraw, 
necessitating another reduction of afinuities. 
The pension fund then will be a thing of the 


past. 

The peculiar feature of the situation is that 
the teachers who have contributed most to 
the fund will not get back one cent, while the 
few who retired soon after it was created will 
draw ‘all the money. | 

The janitors ahd engineers contended last 
night that their pensions should not be re- 
duced to the same extent that the teachers 
were cut. Mr. Deegan said they contributed 
more in proportion to their number and were 
obliged to serve more years in the schools, It 
was decided to pay the engineers and janitors

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HORSEMEN BACK FROM RUSSIA. 


Cash Sloan Tella of His Successes in Rid - 
ing Jean de Reszke’s Horses Fred 
15 Foster in the Number. 


New York, Nov. 13.—[Special. L night 
American horsemen, five of the number be- 
ing jockeys who have ridden successfully on 
the racetracks of Russia and Germany, were 
among the arrivals on the steamship Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse today, all of them re- 
turning to the United States to spend the 
‘winter, while several of the number will go 
to California to engage in the winter racing 
at San Francisco. The jockeys of the party 
were Cassius Sloan, brother of Tod Sloan;

Admiral Dewey’s former flagship, the 
cruiser Olympia, to be placed in commission 
on Dec. 18 at the Bos- 
Figure Head for ton navy yard, will 
the Olympia an have the most ornate 
‘figurehead ever dis- 
Elaborate Design. played from any war- 
ship with the excep- 
tion of the cruiser Cincinnati. The Olympia 
and Cincinnati are the only steel vessels of 
the new navy with any artistic ornament 
and are said to be the only modern warships 
in the world that have life-size figures ex- 
tending beyond their stems, such as were on 
the vessels of the navy fifty years ago. 
Rear Admiral Francis T. Bowles, the chief 
of construction of the navy, is responsible 
for this innovation. He intends to apply the 
idea to other ships of the service. To get 


‘faithful, artistic work he has secuned the 


services of well known artists of New York 
to draw the designs. Rear Admiral] Bowles 
believes that modern war vessels should not 
sacrifice any of the beauty which the Con- 
stitution and other vessels of its day pos- 


wessed, and that nothing in power is lost by 


graceful, well executed figurehéads. 
The figurehead of the Olympia will repre- 
sent a large-sized allegorical figure of victory 
standing boldly out from the prow and hold- 
ing over her head, as if in leash, a fine speci- 
men of the American eagle with beak well 
forward. The wings of victory fold back on 
each side of the sharp stem, and there is 
scroll. work, on.which the national coat of 
arms is conspicuous. 
Dolphins, tridents, and other nautical em- 
blems are in bronze. The whole design ex- 
tends eight or ten feet aft from the stem. 
The stern of the ship, at that point where 
the shielded light was hung when the Olym- 
pia led the way for the squadron into Manila, 
has a beautiful piece of scroil work also, in 
which the eagle and coat of arms are repre- 
sented.

EATING AND DRINKING PLACES TO BE MADE ARTISTIC 


— 


TYPICAL, FRUIT STAND 


The Municipal Art league is going to see 
that man and beast may eat and drink in 
public places without patronizing the in- 
artistic or causing the city to be less beauti- 
ful. It will ask that when the City Council 
grants the privilege of conducting 
stands under the elevated loop stairways the 
design of these stands be submitted to the 
Municipal Art commission for approval. 

It will try to amend the ordinance granting 
permission to erect drinking fountains in the 
streets so that the commission may also 
pass upon the designs. 

As the Council committee has just ac- 
cepted a bid of over $9,000 a year for the 
privilege of conducting frult stands under 
the loop stairways, Secretary Peter B. 
Wight points to the large revenue as an in- 
dication that the stands are a paying busi- 
ness. If there is so much money in them, he 
contends there is no reason why they should 
not add to the city’s beauty rather than con- 
tribute to its cluttered appearance. 

The approved plans for the fruit stands will 
provide that they be confined to a narrow 
space under the stairway, and will probably 
ask that the vendor be provided a place 
within his stand instead of being allowed to 
loaf about the corner, blocking the way. 
The steam peanut roasters will probably 
have to go inside. It is thought the owner 
of the stand can be made to take an inter- 
est in all this, as, it is argued, his wares 
would be more attractive and his sales in- 
creased.

The contract which the city has made with 
John Refakes, by which he is given a monop- 


fruit 


oly of the fruit stand privileges in the down- 
town district for the next ten years may 
provoke a legal fight on the part of the pro- 
prictors of the stands already located be- 
neath the elevated railroad structure. There 
are over fifty of these stands beneath the 
Unton Loop structure, each of which pays 
the city an average rental of $15 a month, or 
$0,000 a year. 

The concession granted Refakes will yield 
the city $9,120 a year, and, in addition, will 
drive out of business a number of fruit dea!- 
ers, according to the information supplied 
yesterday by Paine Herrington of the City 
Controller’s office, who has been in charge 
of the fruit stand privileges for thecity. 

I am not prepared to say just how many 
fruit dealers will be affected by this contract 
outside of the ones who are already doing 
business beneath the elevated railroad 
structures, said Mr. Herrington, but the 
number will be considerable. The contract, 
as 1 understand it, prohibits the location of 
any other fruit stands within 150 feet of 
those beneath the elevated loop structure. 
If this is the case, many fruit stand pro- 
prietors will either have to quit or seek new 
iccations.’’ 

Inquiry among the proprietors of fruit 
stands yesterday showed that few were 
aware of the situation before them. One

dealer, whose stand is located at Madison 
street and Fifth avenue, said he would not 
give up his stand, because he had permis- 
sion from the owner of the property to con- 
duct his business there. 


The question of drinking fountains was 
brought up by the proposal of the Lake View 
Woman's club to present.a fountain to the 
‘city. There are now about fifty fountains 
scattered about the city, and they are all 
constructed from one model. The Humane 
seciety has given them, and they are main- 
tained by the city. . 

The Lake View club wanted to give an 
artistic fountain, but found that the style 
bad been determined. Not wishing to re- 
fuse on this ground, they voted to give a 
fountain anyway. When theattention of the 
Municipal Art league was brought to the 
matter it was decided that something should 
be done to provide for a form of drinking 
fountains that will be an addition to the 
beautiful features of the city.. The present 
fountains are designed wholly on lines of 
utility. 

The Lake View Woman's club now pro- 
poses to rescind its action and wait. until 
a new form of fountain is approved by the 
art commission. Then they will contribute 
the money for one.

HORT ON DEATH MISSION 


BOY HURRYING TO DYING SISTER 
STRUCK BY CAR. | 


Harry 12 Years Old, 
“Thrown Under a State Street Cable 
Train and His Left Leg 8% Badly 
Crushed It Later Was Amputated at 
the County Hospital—Bicyclist Ran 
Down and Killed—Woman Saved by 
a Fender. on 


Hurrying to the bedside of his sister, who 
the physicians said was dying, Harry 
Schneiderman, 12 years old, was struck by 
a State street cable train yesterday and his 
leg crushed. 

Still thinking of his sister the lad asked 
to be taken to the Michael Reese Hospital, 
where she was being treated, but when told 
that knowledge of his injury might hasten 
her death he beckoned Driver Michael Smith 
of the Harrison street patrol wagon to him 
and whispered: 

“Then let her know that I tried to see her, 
but that I could not get there at once.“ ; 

While returning from lunch to his work 
yesterday noon the boy, who lives at 600 
Canal street, heard that his sister Marie, 
who had been at the hospital for several 
mouths, was at the point of death. He 
started at once for a Wabash avenue cable 
car, intending to go to her bedside, and 
while rushing across State street was struck 
by a grip car in charge of James McQuirk. 


Leg Is Amputated. 

The boy was thrown under the wheels, 
which passed over his left leg, crushing the 
lower pant of it. He was taken to the County 
Hospftal in the Harrison street patrol wagon, 
where the leg was amputated. At midnight 
it was reported the boy would survive. 

The parents of the lad were informed of the 
accident, but the sister will not be told owing 
to her crimcal condition. At the hospital 
last, night it was said her death wasa matter 
of but a short time. 
| Bicyclist Killed by Car.

CLUBS’ COMMITTEE STARTS TO 
STUDY THE TOILERS. 


Representatives of the State Federa- 
tion This ‘Morning Are te Begin a 
Tour of the Factories with a View 
of Learning How the Other Halt 

Lives and Works — Union Man Will 
Serve as Guide—Seek Kuowledge on 
a Broad Scale. 


The Illinois State Federatfon of Women's 
Clubs, through its Committee on Industrial 
Work, has commenced a campaign for know!l- 
edge. It will be formally inaugurated this 
morning when Mrs. H. M. Van Der Vaart, 
chairman of the committee, and Miss Anna 
Nichols begin a series of visitations of fac- 
tories and great institutions where hundreds 
of men and women toil day after day. 

One of the primary motives of the move- 
ment is to secure information of the condi- 
tions surrounding girls in the factories and 
sweat shops. Inquiries have been made con- 
cerning boys, but the girls, it is felt, have 
been neglected. To familiarize themselves 
with the duties of young girls, to learn what 
pleasure life contains for them, their aims 
and their prospects is the desire of the com- 
mittee. 
Knowledge on a Broad Scale. 

In addition to studying the surroundings of 
the girls the committee will seek to learn 
all it can of the industrial problems that are 
puzzling the leaders of the labor movement. 
Bearing authority from the State federation, 
they have requested Chicago organizations 
to select their most able speakers to visit 
the women’s clubs and address them. Not 
only have they received the promise of la- 
bor leaders to addrese them but they also 
have been assured the hearty codperation 
of the unions in any movement they may 
undertake to inform themselves of the con- 
ditions now prevailing among workmen. 

„% The movement,” said Mrs. Van Der Vaart, 
is inaugurated for the purpose of obtaining 
information that will place our clubs in touch 
with the industrial problems and will enable 
us to understand them. At the last annual 
meeting in Decatur the first deep interest 
was shown. Discussion of the industrial 
problem brought out the desire of the mem- 
bers to receive information, and it is in the 
hope of supplying them with facts that we 
seek knowledge.” 

Labor Leader as a Guide. 

Mrs. Van Der Vaart and Miss Nichols will 
start in search of knowledge at 9 o’clock, ac- 
companied by George J. Thompson, organiz- 
er for the Chicago Federation of Labor. 
They will visit factories in which Mr. Thomp- 
son is acquainted and which he knows will 
afford them the best opportunity to realize 
the conditions surrounding the workingmen 
and their colaborers, the boys and girls. 
Other labor leaders will supplement the ef- 
forts of Mr. Thompson until the leading 
plants of the city have been visited. 

At the meeting of the Chicago Trades 
Union Label league last night the members 
expressed their gratification that the wom- 
en's clubs had undertaken the task of learn- 
ing something of the duties of workmen and 
offered their services in furnishing any infor- 
mation in their power. The league also 
evinced its approval of the request of the 
women for speakers by offering the services 
of its best informed workers.

LATS CAR RISK A WRECK 


SUNDAY CLOTHES RETARD FRANK 
BUDNIK, LEMONT ALRERMAN. 


Arrested Together with Three Other 
Men on the Charge of Attempting to 

Work Harm to Chicago and Joliet 
Trolley, He Admits That He Saw Ob- 
structions on the Track—Feared He 
Weuld Ruin His Best Suit—All Are 
Out on Bonds. 


Because he was dressed in his Sunday 
clothes, Frank Budnik, the Lemont Alder- 
man who was arrested at Joliet yesterday on 
charge of attempting to wreck cars on the 
Chicago and Joliet railway, did not remove 
the ties which he admits he saw lying across 
the tracks. 

The Alderman, however, denies that he had 
any connection with the plot to wreck the 
trolley cars. His part in the affair consisted 
of doing nothing when something should 
have been done. 

saw the ties,“ he admitted, but did 
not want to take them off because I had on 
my Sunday clothes. It was daylight and I 
thought the motorman would surely see the 
ties in time to avoid a wreck. I boarded the 
car at the place where the accident occurred.”’ 

The police, who do not think that Sun- 
day clothes are of sufficient value to be 
protected so assiduously when nearly fifty 
lives are in danger, smile when the Alder- 
man relates his story. 

Two quarrymen, Simon Slobasheski and 
Michael Nowacki, were arrested at the same 
time that Budnik was taken into custody. 
The three men, who had heard that warrants 
had been sworn out for their arrest, went to 
Joliet from Lemont early in the forenoon 
and gave themselves up to Justice Cameron. 
Together with Stanislaw Nowaskowski. an- 
other quarryman who was arrested on Mon- 
day night on the same charge, they were 
released in bonds of $1,000 each. The bonds 
were signed by Thomas Henneby, a business- 
man of Joliet, and John W. Dowley, an 
attorney. 

Nowaskowski says he spent all of last 
night and yesterday morning in the Joliet 
jail without anything to eat. He also says 
he suffered from the cold. 

The preliminary hearing of all four cases is 
set for Nov. 22. Alderman Budnik was elect- 
ed to the Lemont Council two years ago. 


DUNNING DECISION IS READY. 


County Civil Service Commission to An- 
nounce This Morning Finding on 
Charges Against Nurses. 


At 10 o’clock this morning the County 
Civil Service Commissioners will announce 
thelr decision in the charges against Mrs. 
Kate Green and Miss May Shea, attendants 
in the insane asylum at Dunning, who were 
alleged to have neglected two patients. If 
it is decided that the charges preferred by 
Secretary F. W. Bull of the Civil Service 
Reform association have not been sustained 
the nurses will not be removed. 

It was asserted last night that the prese- 
cution’s evidence was somewhat weak and 
hence that the nurses will be exonerated. 
It is not improbable, however, that that this 
case may result in a general investigation 
of the Dunning institutions. 

Miss Jane Addams and Miss Julia Lathrop, 
who have aided the prosecution, conferred 
at length yesterday with President Han- 
berg of the County board. They complained 
of alleged abuses. Mr. Handerg told them 
flatly that Dunning will not be accorded 
such a general investigation as was given 
the County Hospital sofme weeks ago. He 
asserted, however, that every effort Is be- 
ing and will be made to better conditions 
there. 

Members of the County bodrd insist that 
proceedings should be instituted against the 
doctors and other officials who were imme- 
diately above the nurses now under fire. 
Several members of the board favor having 
the matter taken before the November 
grand jury, which convenes on Monday.

ITALIAN MOTHERS’ SOCIETY 
BANDED BY OPPOSITION. 


Spouses and Have to Leave Meetings 
Seon After Ovening to Have Supper 
Ready for Men Returning from 
Work Early on Saturday Afternoon 
~Hull House Women Hope to 

the Work Again. . 


An Malian Mothers’ club which met for 
Several weeks at the Polk Street School has 
disbanded because of opposition on the part 
ef the husbands. Suppers were late some- 
times because of prolonged club meetings, 
and the Italian fathers, not being educated 
up to the patience and endurance of the 
American man, said the club was not a good 
thing. 

For a time the mothers stole away from 
home and attended the club meetings. Fi- 
mally they dropped off one by one, and now 
the club has suspended its meetings. 

Mrs. Brundage, Vice President of the Hull 
Hous. Woman's club, told of the suspension 
of the Italian Mothers club at a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon. She suggested that it 
might resume if a large enough number of 
women could get permission from their hus- 
bands to attend. 


' Club Organized by Hull House. 

The Mothers’ club was organized among 
the Italians by the members of the Hull 
House club. A room in the Polk Street 
School was given by the Board of Education 
for meetings to be held every Saturday aft- 
ernoon. The first few meetings were well 
attended. Saturday proved a poor day for 
the meetings, as many husbands reach home 
early on that day. The meetings were no 
sooner called to order than the women be- 
came uneasy and their minds were distracted 
by thoughts of irate husbands who would 
soon be at home demanding supper. 

A good program had been prepared for the 
meeting of a week ago Saturday. One of 
the Members of the club could sing and an- 
other had promised to talk. But when the 
time came the singer had become so ner- 
v over the impending storm at home that 

e lost her voice. The principal speaker 
explained that she wauld have to be excused, 
as it was pretty near time for her man to 
be getting home. 

“The club has disbanded for the present,“ 
edtd Mrs. Brundage, but we still hope to 
bring} it together again. The Italian women 
have to ask permission of their husbands, 
and tien it is all right. Many of them had 
not done so because they feared they would 
be refused. They preferred to take the 
chances of siipping away in the afternoon 
and not being missed.” 


Husbands Invited to Meetings. 


Miss Gertrude Barnum told the members of 
the Hull House club of another important 
method of clubextension. She told the wom- 
en to bring their husbands to the club meet- 
ings with them. She said they ought to pro- 
vide recreation for their husbands. 

IJ wonder,” said Miss Barnum, “ what the 
men are doing while we are enjoying our- 


us. They work hard and get Fred, but it is 
not the best thing for them to stay at home 
and think life is all work or rest. They need 
recreation. Some of them are not interested 
in the things we are talking about, but it 10 
pour duty to interest them.“ 

The Rev. Frederic Hopkifis had started the 
discussion by referring to the work of Hull 
House. He had seen the men having a good 
time and bis chief concern was to know 
whether the influence reached into the home 
and gave the women a better time. Misa 
Barnum turned the question around. by 
gesting that with the woman's club in the 
field it is the men who are to be commiszer- 
ated.

PARK BOARD REJECTS STREETS. 
South Commissioners Practically Decide 


The South Park board practically declined 
yesterday to accept the thirty-eight miles 
of streets offered to it by the City Council. 
Existing laws and the lack of money to care 
for so many boulevards were the reasons 
assigned. Had a smaller number of streets 
been offered they probably would have been 
rejected also, as the Commissioners decided 
that they had no authority at the present 
time to accept any more boulevards, even 
if the cost of bullding them is paid by owners 
of adjoining property. 

The ordinance offering the thirty-eight 
miles of streets or none to the board was 
found to stand in the way of the acceptance 
of either Union avenue cr Thirty-seventh 
street. 

The disposition of the board was taken to 
mean that there is little hope for convert- 
ing Washington street into a boulevard. 
The West Park board has accepted the 
street as far east as the river. President 
Donnersberger of the South Park board says 
that he is unalterably opposed to the sugges- 
tion that his board accept that part of the 
street which lies east of the river. 

The board decided to equip Michigan ave- 
pue, from Thirty-ninth to Fifty-fifth street, 
for electric lighting. The city is to furnish 
the electrical current. . 

Contracts were awarded for an addition 
to the electric lighting plant to supply the 
improved section of Jackson Park, and also 
for an extension of the lighting system 
in Garfield boulevard, Gage Park, Western 
avenue, and McKinley Park.

AGENTS DISCUSS THE PROPOSED 
CHANGE IN BOARD RULES. 


General Disapproval ef Limitation on 
Voting Membership as Interfering 
with Rights of Agents — Critchell, 
Miller, Whitney, and Barbour Re- 
tire from Representing the Cale- 
@onian Company - W. A. Lowell 
Starts Union Lloyds of Chicago. 


The proposition to amend the voting laws 
of the Chicago Underwriters’ association, as 
proposed by a member in the official bulletin 
last Tuesday, whereby the gages of 
first-class members is wiped out and two 
substitutes submitted, is meeting with a 
strong oppositian. 

The first plan is to guage the voting power 
of members according to one vote for each 
$50,000 premiums received, and the second 
proposition to let the company name the 
agent representative. Neither of these meets 
with general approval on the basis of cur- 
tailing the voting power as interfering with 


present controlling large and small lines and 
against public policy. 

Interviews of a number of agents, both 
general and local, on the subject, all mem- 
bers of the U ters’ association, are as 
follows:

PLANT MUST. VACATE STREETS. 


Commissioner Blocki Will Serve Notive 
Today on the Allis-Chalmers 
Company. 


Formal notice will be served on the Allis- 
Chalmers company today by Superintendent 
of Streets Doherty that it must abandon and 
clear a number of unextended streets in the 
neighborhood of its West Side plant, which 
it is alleged to occupy without the city’s 
consent. This order will be issued at the 
instance of Public Works Commissioner 
Blocki and as the result of an opinion by 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Arthur. The 
tracts alleged to be illegally held by this 
company include: 

One entire block of Fillmore street, between 
Rockwell street and Washtenaw, obstructed with 
piles of lumber and other material. 

Six by 200 feet in West Twelfth street, between 


Washtenaw and Fairfield avenues. 
Three by 125 feet in Washtenaw avenue, north of 


West Twelfth street. 
Four by 125 feet in Fairfield avenue, north of 


West Twelfth street. 

“The records of the city map department.” 
said Assistant Corporation Counsel Arthur. 
“show that all these tracts, aggregating 
an area of 37,175 square feet, are public 
streets and are not the property of the Allis- 
Chalmers company. The company, so far 
as we can learn, has no right whatever to 
the land. The notice demands that the 
tracts must be cleared within five days and 
all private property be removed within that 
time. If it is not done, Commissioner Blocki 
may remove the property and charge the 
cost to the company. He may begin pro- 
ceedings, too, against the firm for obstruct- 
ing the thoroughfares unlawfully.” 

Mayor Harrison backed up Commissioner 
Blocki’s action. If the Allis-Chalmers com- 
pany is using public property for private 
pu „ said he, we shall see that the 
city regains the property at once.“ 

„ know nothing about the matter,” said 
Edward Allis‘ of the company during the 
afternoon. “‘ Mr. Chalmers and Vice Presi- 
dent Hoyt are out of the city.” 

In a recent interview Mr. Hoyt contended 
that compensation of $20 a month was paid 
to the city for the use of these tracts.

Whatever the decision of the County Civil 
Service commission may be on the confliet- 
ing testimony concerning two recent fatali- 
ties in the County Insane Hospital, alleged 
to have been due to deliberate underfeeding, 
the showing made at the hearing and recent- 
ly in the press puts the public on notice that 
a reorganization of the administration of 
the County Asylum, Consumptive Hospital, 
| and Poorhouse is demanded. 

If the witnesses who circumstantially al- 
leged that they bad suspected, und then by 
repeated observation verified, the under- 
feeding of patients were romancing, they 
are not fit persons to serve—as they have 
for periods ranging from a few months to 
several years—in the varying capacities of 
attendant, interne, and head physician at 
the asylum. If the person who originally 
made the detailed charges out of which this 
investigation arose, and who 1s now in Eu- 
rope, made lying charges, she was not a fit 
person to have served, as she had previously 
done for five or six years, as a physician in 
these county institutions. If, on the other 
hand, the various members of the present 
staff, who flatly contradicted the incrim- 
inating witnesses, were seeking to defend 
themselves and the existing régime by false 
testimony, then both they and the régime 
need overhauling. Under any construction

‘That is also brought in question, and even 
more forcibly, by facts a consideration of 
which was carefully excluded from this 
hearing. The chronic lack of space which 
compels 200 or more insane patients to 
) sleep on the floor, the impropér character 

and care of their bedding, the general in- 
sufficiency of clothing and bedding for all 
patients, the extraordinarily low standard 
of maintenance in general, and the general 
agreement by those whose opinion should 
carry weight that the dominating spirit of 
the institutions is neither progressive, hu- 
mane, nor defensible, are matters which 
have been brought to public notice in news- 
paper articles, but none of them was in- 
quired into. Nor was attention given to the 
fact that this refuge for the helpless, far 
removed from the center of things, neglected 
or forgotten by the community at large, re- 
taining still practically the organization of 
a country poorhouse, yet containing the ex- 
traordinary population of 3,000 inmates, 
actually has no visiting staff of physicians 
for the Insane Asylum with its 1,500 pa- 
tients, chiefly because physicians will not 
submit to the existing régime.

“TOUCHIN’ ON” FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

Everything possible should be done to 
secure the release of Miss Stone, the Ameri- 
can missionary who is held as a captive by 
Bulgarian brigands. The adequate punish- 
ment of her captors should be demanded 
and insisted upon. At the same time the 
question may be asked with great propriety, 
Was it necessary or expedient for her to be 
laboring as a missionary where Bulgarians 
or Macedonians had an opportunity to lay 
hands on her? Her headquarters have been 
for some years at Salonica—the Thessa- 
lonica of the ancients, to whose inhabitants 
St. Paul wrote one of his epistles.

The object of sending them is to convert 
members of the Greek Church or Moham- 
medans to belief in the form of Christianity 
held by the particular Protestant denomina- 
tion which sends these missionaries abroad. 
There is a growing disbelief in the value of 
their labors and a growing belief that they 

can do more good elsewhere. 

There are in the United States Bulgarians 
who clifg to the “errors” of the Greek 
Church. There are Mohammedans here 
with souls to be saved. They can be got at 
easily and cheaply in this country. At- 
tempts to convert them will not provoke the 
religious fanaticism which missionaries 
sometimes are responsible for, and we sin- 
cerely believe as many of them can be con- 
verted in the United States as in Bulgaria 


or Macedonia. 


Nor are these the only heathen to be found 
within our gates. There are men and 
women in this country who are in as much 
need of spiritual enlightenment and of mora! 
instruction as are any people in Europe or 
Asia Minor. So long as there are slums in 
New York and Chicago there is work for 


missionaries at home.

It is. also an astonishing fact 
that four-fifths of the total increase of 
foreigners in the United States during the 
last decade is also to be found in this same 
division, which includes the New England 
States, New York, New Jersey, and Penn- 
sylvania. Of the total increase of 1,001,000 
foreigners in the last decade, no less than 
875,000 are to be found in these States. 
During the same time the total increase in 
the number of foreigners in the north cen- 
tral division, which 
includes the States of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, 
lowa, Missouri, the 
Dakotas, Nebraska,.

These astonishing 
figures are explained 
by the changes in the 
character of the im- 
migration from 1890 
to 1900, as compared 
with that during the 
previous twenty 
years.

Italy, Russia, and Poland made up but a 
small fraction more than 1 per cent. Ac- 
cording to the figures of the recent census 
these figures are changed to an absolutely 
startling degree. Now the first group of 
countries, including Germany, England, Ire- 
land, and the rest, furnish only 40 per cent 
of the total, while more than 50 per cent come 
from Italy, Russia, Poland, and Austria- 
Hungary. 

This vastly increased. number of Hun- 
garians, Poles, and Italians has settied al- 
most entirely in the mining regions of Penn- 
sylvania and in the factory towns of New 
York, New Jersey, and New England.
